Boiler Catastrophe. 

; Reapine, Pa., July 17.—Eight boilers 
‘of an nitbeacite furnace, owned by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany, and operated by Wm.

_ exploded early this morning, reducing 


the furnace to a mass of ruins. Prepa- 
rations had been made for casting, and 
the employes were outside the building 
taking a rest before tapping the furnace, 


when the explosion occurred. Large 
pieces of the boilers were hurled a great 


distance, and the debris of stone aaa |: 


shattered timber thrown about in great 
confusion. The engine and boiler- 
house were entirely demolished. Frank 
‘Waltman, aged 21 years, of Tuopton, was 
instantly killed. Sol Waltman, his 


father, was injured internally and will 


die. Morris Good was severely scalded 
by escaping steam. Engineer Marstel- 
lar was- also badly injured, and a num- 
ber of other emvloyes slightly hurt. The 
force of the explosion shook the earth 
and aroused people for miles around. 

The damage to the furnace amounts to 
many thousands of dollars.

THAT WHITEWASHING. 


In this age of newspapers, when the 
daily paper enters into every home, 
and there is hardly a fireside where 


‘the weekly journal is not welcomed 


and read in the family circle, it is im- 
possible to estimate the influence of 
the press. It is one of the most pow- 
erful educators of the age; it occupies 
a far wider field than the schoolmaster 
or the theologian, and there is no force 
in community that is to-day more 


> surely moulding, guiding and contrell- 


ing the public sentiment of the age 
than is the press. As it has been 
said, ‘“‘Let me write the songs of a 
people, and I care not who makes its 
laws,” it might with equal force be 
said, “Let me control the newspapers 
of the country and I care not who 
makes its laws.”* The newspaper, 
while it should lead in matters of pub- 
lic morality, and hold wrong doing up 


for (its just execration, should 
also’ be the exponent of an 
advanced and enlightened public 
sentiment. It should be a tribunal 


before which the criminal should 
stand with fear and trembling, and to 


which the wrong-doer should look for 


no excuse or palliation of his misdeods, 
and no hope of acquiltal. 

There is always danger to a commun- 
ity where its newspapers are in sym- 
pathy with the wrong-doer, and the 
journal that fears to call evil by its 
right name, and seeks to excuse and 
palliate the offense of the criminal 
simply on account of his social stand- 
ing, and his heretofore unblemished 
reputation, sins against itself and 
against the public, and is false to 
every principle of legitimate journal- 
ism. 

* In an article in yesterday’s issue, 
the Times alluded to the attempt of 
the Oakland Vidette to whitewash the 
defaulter, James Dods. In addi- 
tion to the extracts then made 
from the columns of that paper, 


' the following, which the Vidette pro- 
‘mulgates, is not less worthy of con- 


sideration: 

‘‘Before his fall there could not a man 
be found in Oakland who more fully 
‘had the contidence of the people as to 
his integrity and complete reliability 
than James Dods. Socially and mor- 
ally he was without a blemish, and is 
to-day, and he has an excellent family 
whose social standing cannot be ques- 
tioned.”’ 


If, as the Vidette asserts, James 
Dods “is to-day and morally 
without a blemish, ’» wherein consists 
his ‘‘ fall?” If he—a man who has 
betrayed the public trust reposed in 
him by using funds intrusted to his 
keeping—funds which he had no more 
right to touch simply because he had 
access to them, than‘had any other 
man in the community—if he be 
“socially and morally without 
a -blemish,”’ wherein consists the 
difference between right and wrong, 
between the sterling integrity of the 
man Over whose every action principle 
and honor sfand guard, and the man 
who, in hope of possible gain, stakes 
honor, integrity and principle? Such 
specious arguments as are urged by 


our cotemporary will not stand the test 
of reason, and they do a wrong to 


their promulgator, to the criminal and 
to the community at ae.

The best insurance against this dread- 
ed pestilence is perfect cleanliness. 

THE yellow scourge is slowly creep- 
ing up the Atlantic coast from Mexico.

* lished for all ships from infected dis- 
tricts. It would be one of the grandest 
achievements of science if it could 
discover the means of preventing the 
yearly recurrence of the southern pes- 


This is an unpleasant feature pre- 
sented+ by the San Luis Obispo Trib- 
une. It says: 


‘*Few counties are, suffering more 
from the aggregation of lands in the 
hands of wealthy men. There 1s one 
ranch of more than 50,000 acres; four 
of more than 40,000 acres; two contain- 
ing over 30,000 acres, and less than 40,- 
000 acres; four between 20,000 and 30,- 
000; and nine between 10,000 and 
20, 000.

The 
aa operation of natural causes— 
the increase of immigration, and the 
introduction of new industries, to- 
gether with the natural desire of large 
land-owners to escape from the heavy 
taxes to be paid upon non-producing 
lands—are all operating to lessen the 
tendency toward land monopoly, and 
tobring abqut a new condition -of 
things that will tend to the increase of 
population and the general prosperity 
of the State. Our occasional dry years 
have also been helpful agencies to- 
wards bringing about this desirable 
change. Santa Barbara county is ac- 
tive inthis direction, and several of 
her largest ranchos are in process of 
being surveyed for settlement, and as 
the good results become apparent, 
the great ranch-owners in the differ- 
ent counties throughout the State will 
gradually fall into line, and it will not 
be many years before the majority of 
these vast unoccupied estates will be 
dotted over with churches, school- 
houses and happy homes.

One year ago a steamer arrived with a 
cargo of 36,000 boxes. The entire lot 
was disposed of the same day. Unless

Now, with rapid transportation at his 
command, the shipper can allow his 
lemons to remain on the trees many 
wecks longer than he could then, and 
is quite certain that on arriving at 
this market the fruit will be in a good 
condition. 

“The best and consequently the 
highest case lemons come from Sor- 
rento. Great care is bestowed upon. 


and smooth and has a beautiful golden 
color, Thesé lemons are considered a 
luxury in Paris, where they are used 
not only by confectiogers and bakers, 
but also by decorators. Generally 
speaking, a medium-sized, thin-skin- 
ned lemon is ‘the best. "The large, 
coarse-grained variety are the poorest 
and cheapest. 

‘‘The United States consume more 
lemons in a year than all other coun- 
tries combined. Russia comes next. 
The custom the Russians have of 
drinking their tea with a slice of lemon 
in it, accounts for the large consump- 
tion tere. The growth of the lemon 
trade inthis country during the last 
thirty years, has been enormous. In 
1850 116,000 boxes were imported. 
Last year this number had increased 
1,342,000 boxes. The summer is our 
best season. There is one more fact 
about the lemon and general fruit 
trade that is worthy of notice. The 
people in the far west will not buy 
any but the choicest fruit. It makes 
no difference what the prices are; they 
will buy it.” 

“It has been reported that ‘ blood’ 
oranges have been manufactured by 
unscrupulous dealers out of ordinary 
fruit by introducing tniline dye 
within the pulp of the orange. Do 
you, think this can be true?’ 

‘©No, I do not,” replied the dealer, 
“A puncture could not be made in the 
rind of an orange without injuring it. 
The fruit would begin to decay at once 
at the point where the incision had 
been made.

From Mr. B. M. Lelong; a gentleman 
who has made the subject of insect pests 
a careful study, and has just arrived in 
this city from an extensive tour through 
this and San Bernardino counties, a 
Times ‘reporter obtained the following 
information, which will be of interest to 
our horticultural readers. The warning 
that has been given through the newspa-. 
pers and by public speakers on the sub- 


ject of dangerous insect pests has not 
been without effect, and our fruit growers 
have become thoroughly awakened. 

Two or three years ago the red and 
white scale spreading rapidly’ 
through the orange groves in every di- | 
rection, and many feared their total an- 
nihilation, - The spraying machine, and’ 
in some instances a more radical rem- 
edy, was brought into general use, and 
Mr. Lelong says that with the excep- 
tion of San Gabriel these destructive 
~| pests are pretty well under control. San 
Gabriel is still badly infested with the 
red scale, and the orchardists of that 
tamous valley seem to show a strange 
apathy on the subject, and the pests are 
spreading at will. Pasadena does not, 

however, come under this classification, 
the orchards there being free from 
the scale. The codlin moth and 
wooly aphis are spreading among the 
apple and fear orchards, especially in 
the vicinity of the city. The former of 
these pests attacks the fruit, and the 
latter the trunk and branches of the 
tree. A mixture of coal oil, diluted, 
may be effectively used against the 
aphis, but the codlin mothis more dif- 
ficult to fight. All of these troublesome 
little enemies of the orchards require 
persistent attention, and at the best the 
orchardist must expect a continual 
struggle to obtain a satisfactory return 
for his labor. 


Another Runaway. 

The action of the police authorities 
in arresting the owner of every run- 
away team has already had a good effect, 
and we no longer have to record a daily 
runaway, yet people coming in fromthe 
country have not had time to become 
acquainted with the new regulations 


and often leave their teams unsecured. 
Such was“the case yesterday morning 
when a four-horse team, loaded with 
wheat, was standing in an alley just off 
Los Angeles street, when the leaders 
becoming frightened, ran away and the 
balance of the outfit was dragged along 
by force, The wagon soon collided 
with the truck of Mr. Bills, and horses, 
wagon and contents were thrown into 
almost inextricable confusion. The 
leaders escaped and were captured with 
some difficulty, the two remaining 
horses being wounded, the wagon badly 
smashed up and the truck injured. 
The owner, who gave his name as Dunn, 
was.taken to the police court, and as 
the offense was not committed on a 
public street, the prisoner was dis- 
charged. 


Another Large Orange. ; 

‘The Times office was presented yes- 
terday with an orange taken from a 
cluster of four, brought in from the 
Mission by Mr. Chas. Stephens. The 
cluster weighed four pounds and ten 
ounces and the largest one was nearly 
seventeen inches in circumference. It is 
proper, however, to state that as a rule 
the large orange of Southern California 
isa most woithless and insipid affair, 
andthe orange of medium size is the 
favorite in the market. The large size 
of some fruits or vegetables in Cali- 
fornia is by no means an unfailing in- 
dication of excellence, but rather the 
contrary, and. our fruit-growers are 
gradually learning to pay more attention 
to the medium-sized varieties, which in- 
variably give the best satisfaction.

To the Editor of the Tumes—Srr: 
During the past week I have been 
listening to the various comments upon 
the lax way justice has been meted out 
in our city, and last Subbath evening I 
had the pleasure of listening to Rev. 
Ellis’s arraignment of some of our jus- 
tices, and I cannot help but think there 
is a great cause feeding and stimulating, 
and causing to grow, a low moral senti- 
ment or standard. About one year ago 
there was a demand made by the ‘‘dom-

In a claim of lien by a party who had 
supplied material to the contractor it 
was stated that bricks of a specified 
value (quantity or number not stated) 
were furnished for the construction of 
defendaiit’s building between February 
20 and April 14. In an action to fore- 
close the lien the complaint alleged and 
the court found that the plaintiff com- 
menced to deliver the bricks on the 
sixth day of February, and that the 
statement of February 20 as the date 
was a mistake, and that between the 
former date and April 14, bricks were 
delivered by the plaintiff to the quanti- 
ty andvalue alleged in the complaint. 

On this statement of facts the Supreme 
Court held that the plaintiff was en- 
titled to recover only for the bricks 
furnishedsbetween the dates stated in 
the claim, and that as this did nut ap- 
pear from the finding, a new trial was 
necessary.

Mechanics’ Liens. | 

To the Eiitor of the Times—Sin: It 
is proposed in a series of articles to 
draw attention to the laws of this State 
on matters of general public interest. 
In the first ‘of these articles we will 
point out the remedy afforded mechanics 
and others for securing payment for 
their services by means of the Mechanics’ 
Lien Act, Chapter II, Title IV, Part III, : 
of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

Section 1183 provides as follows: 
‘‘Mechanics, material-men, artisans, 
architects and laborers of every class 
performing labor upon or furnishing 
material to be used in the construction, 
alteration or repair of any mining claim, 
building, wharf, bridge, ditch, flume, 
aqueduct, tunnel, fence, machinery, 
railroad, wagon road or other structure 


shall have a lien upon the property 
upon which they have bestowed labor or 
furnished material for the value of such 
labor done and material furnished. 
This lien shall not be affected by the 
fact that no money is due, or to become 
due, on any contract made by the 
owner with any other party.’’ Thous- 
ands of liens have been filed in pursu- 
ance of this Act, and the procee dings 
ken to enforce them have in hun- 
eds of cases resulted only in loss and 
disappointment to the parties endeavor- 
ing to take advantage of the act. We 
propose to notice, Ist, the requirements 
of the act; 2d, some of the cases which 
have been decided adversely to the par- 
ties applying for relief. Section 1187 
provides in effect as follows: Every 
original contractor within 60 days after 
the completion of his contract, and 
every other person within 30 days after |~ 
the completion of any. building, etc., 
must file for record with the County 
_| Recorder, a claim containing statements 
of, Ist, his demand; 2d, a deduction for 
credits and offsets, if any (if none, to be 
so stated); 3d, the name of the owner 
or reputed owner, if known; 4th, the 
name of the person by whom he was 
employed (or if by a party supplying 
materials, the name of the person to 
whom he furnished the materials); 5th, 
the terms; 6th, the time given; 7th, the 
conditions of his contract; 8th, a de- 
scription of the property to be charged 
with the lien. The claim contain- 
ing all the above statements 
to be verified by the oath of 
the party making it or of some other 
person. It must be remembered that 
this claim of lien is not an instrument 
in the nature of a written contract, to 
be reformed by a court of equity in ap- 
propriate cases; but it is a prerequisite 
to the maintenance of a proceeding 
which gives a plaintiff an extraordinary 
remedy, to secure the benefit of which 
he must comply with the terms of the 
statute. The cases are very numerous 
where parties applying for the benefit 
of the act have been defeated because 
in this claim they failed to insert all the 
statements enumerated above. Ban- 
croft’s form, which is the one generally 
used, gives the statements numbered 5, 
6 and 7, together, as follows: “The 
following is a statement of the terms, 
time given, and conditions of such con- | 
tract, to wit:’’ The result is that one or 
more of these three statements are 
omitted, and the claim rendered in- 
valid.
